The object of the Food and Agriculture Organiza- | 
tion is to ensure freedom from want or hunger for all the people of the 
world, through raising the levels of prcduction in agriculture, forestry and 
fishing, and at the same time organizing proper distribution on a world- 
wide basis. This is the first of the United Nations organizations to be set} 
on a permanent footing and its success may have considerable bearing on 
the future of the wider fields of international co-operation which have been | 


planned by.the United Nations.

One of the fundamental objects of the Organ- | 
ization is to raise nutrition levels in all countries,

It was also recommeded that 
the organization be. non-political 
and provision be made for a wo- 
men’s section and a junior sec- 
tion. . 

The recommendations will be 
presented at the annual meetings 
of the three organizations for con- 
sideration and endorsation. 


1945 DECLARED EMERGENCY 
YEAR UNDER PFA 


Under the Prairie Farm Assist- 
ance Act, the 1945 crop has been 
declared an ‘emergency year.”
